LANSING — The cities of East Jordan and Boyne City are 
named as cities to receive grants for improvements to the down- 
town ateas, 

Boyne City’s grants total $838, 600 and are part of the Vi- 
brant Small Cities Initiative. The first grant of $171,600 will be 
used for building facade improvements to three buildings down- 


town. The buidings are Boyne City True Value Co-Op, Boyne 


City Ace Hardware and 220 S. Lake Street restaurant and bar. 

The second grant in the amount of $667,000 must be matched 
with local dollars and will be used for improvements and pro- 
grams downtown. 


The funds. are from the Community Development Block 


Grant, a federal program. The Vibrant Small Cities Initiative is 
part of Gov. Jennifer Granh sim’s programs to create vibrant 
communities across the state. Boyne City was one of seven 
cities selected for the awards. 

East Jordan’s grant is from the Michigan State Housing De- 
velopment Authority and is in the amount of $640,000. The 
city will use the funds for downtown infrastructure improve- 
ments and for constructing a municipal parking lot next to the 
hotel. 

The downtown hotel project is still moving forward, city 
administrator David White said. The developers expect a spring 
groundbreaking.
